FOR NATIONWIDE PERMITS, AND WORKSHOPS ON NATIONWIDE

On 18 March 2002, all Nationwide Permits (NWPs) were reissued, some with modifications.  Regional, Section 401 
Water Quality Certification, and Coastal Zone Management conditions for the State of Washington became 
effective on 3 May 2002.  A copy of the national text and all the conditions are in a special public notice (SPN) 
published 18 July 2002.
